He also spoke of 
the work done on the nuisance ground 
to prevent dumping on the roadway 
and top of the bank and asked for the 
co-operation of the draymen and the 
citizdns in seeing that the regulations 
were adhered to. Questions were in- 
‘vited but none asked. 

Miss Milloy and Mrs. Yates moved 
the adoption of the report. 

Councillor Hall submitted the Power 
House report. A new generator, blow- 
er, Water main from pump to reservoir 
had been installed. Although these 
involved capital expinditures, the 
whole cost had been bourn by current 
revenue. Greater efficiency had been 
attained and there was litttle likeli- 
hood of any large expenditures being 
required during 1928. No quesitons 
were asked and Messrs. J. H. Wright 
end E. W. Taylor moved the adoption 
of the report. 

Councillor Purcell in submitting the 
Financial Report showed that the out- 
ethnding liabilities had been reduced 
stonsiderably and the assets increased 
by the permanent improvemcnis made 
during the year. While there wore 
mory taxes outstanding than in form- 
er years they were all collectable and 
the general financial condition of the 
town was very good. Dr. Farquhar- 
gon and Mr. John Finnigan carried the 
sAoption of this report. 

Seeretary Peter Maclean read the 
Health Officer’s Report. With the ex- 
ception of three cas,s o's aclot fever, 
two jof measis and a mild outbreak 
of nlumps towards the end of the year, 
the health of the town had been ex- 
ceptionally gord. The citizens yen- 
erally showed a willingness to comply 
with orders issued by the sanitary in- 
spector andthe Frovincial Inspector's 
report’ was Very satisfac.or;. Mr. 
Gwvorge Matthews and Mrs. Michael 
moved the adoption of this report. 

The? Mayor then spoke of the plans 
fo r1923. It was the general opinion 
of the business men of the town that 
the strictest economy should be prac- 
tised. No new work would be under- 
taken and repair work only where 
necessary in the interests of economy. 
During the past year there had been 
very little criti¢ism of the work of 
the Council, but what there had been 
was very unfair and would never have 
heen made if there had been any at- 
tempt made to! ascertain facts before 
offering criticism. An attempt had 
been made during the year to have a 
public park established. There had been 
difficulty in finding a suitable place 
The Beaupre lots just west of the 
Palace Hotel were available for this 
purpose and it was proposed to break 
up the lots this year and put the soil 
in shape for planting the following 
year.

When the baby has reached the age 
of two and one-half years his tempor- 
ary teeth should all be in place.

His teeth 
should be surrounded by healthy pink 


|gums and flanked on the outside by 


apple-colored cheeks and on the inside 
by an active little tongue that is try- 
ing every day to master the English 
language. , 

The food at this period must require 
chewing and must be of the type that 
massages the gums. ‘The circulation 
of the blood in the mouth requires a 
firm pressure upon the guins to start 
the venous blood back to be purified. 

When food that does not require 
chewing is taken constantly and con- 


; Sequently exerts no pressure upon the 


soft. tissues of the mouth, the mucous 
membrane which lines the entire in- 
side of the mouth becomes congested 
and infection very quickly takes place. 

Also, the constant use of foods that 
do not require chewing do not give the 


tion that harder foods give, 
Consequently, about the teeth and 
between the teeth there will be lodg- 
ed particles that decompose and form 
an ideal spot for the bacteria to get a
